It need not be a house in the common 
m eaning of the wrord, but may be, 
for example, a room in a factory, 
store, or office building, a loft over a 
stable, a canal boat, a tent, or a w ig­ 
wam.

and hose are puled steadily by the 
piston of another air cylinder until 
the hose comes of the coupling. The 
couplings and clamps are throwm into 
separate bins to be used on other hose 
while the hose itself is throw n into 
the scrap pile and sold, the company 
receiving three cents a pound for it. 
W orking with a ham m er .and chisel 
two men could by hard work strip 
150 lengths of hose each in a day. 
With the new machine two men can 
strip 2,000 pieces of hose in one day. 
This m achine will also be patented. 
The inventors, who have never taken 
any steps to put their m achines on 
the m arket, have decided to push the 
jsale of the m achines in the near fu­ 
ture if they can make satisfactory 
arrangem ents for their m anufacture, 
or will sell the right to railroad com­ 
panies to build and use the machines.

A u th o r Describes Plans. 
The book of the pageant Is being 
written aud tin* production directed by 
Thomas Wood Stevens, author of “The 
Pageant of the Italian Renaissance.” 
given at tile Art institute last year. 
and "The Historical Pageant of Illi­ 
nois.’’ presented at Northwestern uni­ 
versity 
in October, 
loop. 
A large 
amount of material made in Ireland, 
it is said, will lie Imported for the 
costumes and setting. 
In speaking of tin* proposed produc­ 
tion Mr Stevens said: 
“The pageant will Lh1 composed of 
dramatic scenes connected and intro­ 
duced by spoken interludes. 
It will 
present in this form of a chronicle play 
tin* great elm rafters and events of 
Irish history and literature, from the 
coming of the Milesians (as related in 
the “Book of Invasions”) to tile last 
marshaling of the elans in allegiance 
to Roderick O'Conor.
